Yesterday saw no development of the 
great advance of Tuesday and Wednesday 
across the Hindenburg line. The day was 
spent in consolidating General Byng’s 
great gains, almost all of which were 
secured. The operation has now assumed 
a less abnormal character than that 
of the sudden and sweeping advance 
immediately following the first surprise. 
Even if the Germans should be able, how- 
ever, by throwing in all their available 
reserves, to mend the breach and prevent 
the rapid restoration of a war of move- 
ment, the projection of a wedge so wide 
and deep through the Hindenburg line can 
evidently be used to expel them from their 
fortified positions on a wider front by 
enfilading methods, until a campaign 
of manouvre is 

We can only await the 

velopment of the victory. Whatever 
that development may be, it is already 
evident that in its character, apart 
from its immediate results, it opens a new 
stage of the war. Without disparagement 
of earlier victories, it may be said that, 
even though it invoked the aid of the 
latest device of mechanical science, this 


tion of a judgment at once sound and 
adventurous, Apart from its immediate 
results, the completely successful use of 
the new tactic promises to have important 
Consequences and to present the enemy 
with very disagreeable problems. Though 
a method which depends for its success 
on surprise cannot, perhaps, be repeated 
very often, ‘its possibility has been de- 
monstrated, and the Germans cán never 
again afford to leave the chance of its 
repetition out of their calculations. 
new tactic, impossible of use in the sodden 
soil of Flanders, can be employed on any 
part of the front—and there are many 
such parts—where the ground drains easily 
and has not been cut up by bombardment. 
The laborioys tactical method upon which 
we have relied hitherto had many defects. 
It restricted infantry advance to the range 
of effective artillery preparation; it de- 
vastated the country through which supply 
for a further advance had to proceed ; it 
gave the enemy warning that an 
attack was imminent; in effect it made 
a decisive breach in their defensive front 
impracticable. In this situation the 
enemy were able to man their whole front 
in reduced strength, and, in particular, to 
keep fewer men in the first line ard sup- 
port trenches, where they would be most 
exposed to daily bombardment. Instead 
they kept reserves comfortably in the rear, 
concentrated at suitable points for bring- 
ing up to the front when an attack was 
imminent. Faced with a new tactical 
method which gives no warning of im- 


locally decisive when it comes, the enemy 
must discard this economical policy. They 
must hold their first line in full strength, 
suffering the losses, of bombardment, and 
they must hold their whole front in full 
strength. In other words, the introduc- 
tion of the new method at once exposes 
them to a higher rate of wastage and re 
duces their available reserves for adven- 
tures elsewhere, The relief which General 
Byng has thus afforded to Italy, therefore, 
does not end with his present advance.

The urgency of the agricultural problem 
in the United States has induced a pro- 
posal for the importation of half a million 
Chinese farm labourers. As outdoor 
workers, Chinamen enjoy a high reputation 
for honesty and intelligence. They give less 
trouble than most coloured races, are more 
industrious than the majority, and by 
their thrift usually acquire enough money 
to enable them -to return to their own 
country. The proportion of those who 
‘desire to remain is very small, 
is" confined chiefly to Chinese who 
prosper in business and thus have a real 
stake in the country. There are millions 
in America who know what a juggler 
“John” can be on the land. Many who 
have travelled have doubtlesss seen the 
Chinaman take hold of an acre or two of 
waste ground, covered with garbage and 
old tin cans, and by a wave of a wand—in 
this case a spade—transform those roods 
'of eyesore into a fertile garden in a 
| very few weeks. He is equally successful 
| when working by rule on large properties, 
| where every variety of mechanical imple- 

ment supplants the primitive spade. The 
United States are confronted with 
serious shortage of native labour as a result 
of the raising of an army of several mil- 
lions. A sufficiency of women may be left 
for domestic occupations, but who can 
beat a Chinaman cook and “ laundress"? 
Australia and the East can testify to his 
excellence, and ships’ captains who have 
Chinese crews, with European officers, will 
give him a high testimonial. The skipper’s 
table is never so well “fixed” as when 
“John” is cook and his satellites are 
cabin stewards. During the unloading of 
wheat from bulk by hand in a French port 
some time ago the master of an 8,000 ton 
steamer said that his Chinamen did in 
two hours what the French stevedore’s 
hands did in three, and the German 
prisoners, who were also working on the 
job, in four. It is questionable whether 
we shall ever see Chinese farm-workers 
in the British Isles, or in any part of 
Europe. They cannot beat the Southern 
Italian market-gardener or the trained 
farm-hand of northern countries,
